THE OLD YEAR—AND THE NEw. 

THE year just closing has been one of 
steady and increasing prosperity to the Amer- 
ican book trade; and, while there have been 
the usual regional and individual exceptions, 
the PUBLISHERS’ Week ty feels, from reports 
received, that it can congratulate the book- 
seller upon the holiday season just past. It 
certainly wishes all a Happy New Year. 

Not that the year has been a boom one in 
any sense, or that there were not times when 
both publishers and booksellers would have 
been glad of more business, but “better than 
last year,” “brisk all through the fall,” “our 
best year since 1908”—such phrases fairly ex- 
press the consensus. 

The book trade bankruptcy list for the year 
affords another significant index of business 
conditions. Last year there were two pub- 
lishing house failures, as against four in I9gI0. 
In 1912, though several magazines of some 
importance succumbed, not a single regular 
book publisher is on the list. Bookstore fail- 
ures seem at first glance again on the in- 
crease, 33 in 1912, as compared with 23 in 
ig9tt and 39 in 1910. Closef investigation 
shows, however, that practically all the fail- 
ures were of very small book stores and book- 
selling newsdealers in the West and Middle 
West. A large part of the apparent increase 
is also due to the greater completeness with 
which the PusiisHers’ WEEKLY now gains 
reports of the trade’field, and the greater de- 
tail with which it prints those reports. The 
only bankruptcies of any importance during 
the year were those of Sherwood’s, in New 
York City, and the Jett Book & Stationery 
Co., of St. Louis. The total liabilities in- 
volved this last year were probably consider- 
ably less than in rott. 
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Most significant of all, however, is the fact 
that trade betterment, coincident with a gen- 
eral improvement in business all along the 
line, has come in a Presidential year. We 
may venture to hope that the Presidential 
year bogey is, so far, at least, as the book 
trade is concerned, permanently banished. 





THE government of the United States, last 
Wednesday, made another attack upon fixed 
prices by initiating a suit in equity against 
the Kellogg Toasted Corn Flake Company. 
The Kellogg people have been in the fore- 
front in the fight against price-cutting, and 
have spared neither effort nor money in their 
endeavor to maintain an equitable price on 
their product throughout the grocery trade. 
After some litigation, adequate price mainten- 
ance proved impracticable until the Kellogg 
people conceived the idea of packing their 
flakes in a. patented pasteboard carton, and so 
bringing their sales under the protection of 
the patent laws. This practice, which the gov- 
ernment describes as “a mere subterfuge and 
device to avoid the Sherman law,” the latter 
is now seeking to restrain. 





THe trial of this suit will put the real net- 
price question pretty fairly and squarely to 
the fore. There is here “no combination in 
restraint of trade,” but one manufacturer 
seeking to sell at a fair price a single admit- 
tedly wholesome article of food. As the New 
York Times well says, editorially: “It would 
be easier to understand the government’s posi- 
tion if this were a monopoly of all breakfast 
foods, or if the purchase of this food were 
compulsory on anybody, or if the charge is 
that the patented packages were underweight, 
or the contents unwholesome, or any of many 
other ways in which the general interest 
might suffer unlawfully. But there is no com- 
plainant except the government. There is no 
allegation of unfair competition. No customer 
alleges that he is hungry for lack of this food, 
or any other food, or that he is hindered in 
his free choice among many foods, at many 
prices. There is no complaint among those 
who sell under this agreement to maintain 
prices, for the good reason that they do not 
have to sign it, nor to abide by it. The only 
reason for signing it, or for keeping faith 
under it, is the hope of profit under it. Prac- 
tically, the main question appears to be, Are 
fixed prices a hardship on buyers?” The situ- 
ation is, of course, by no means on all fours 
with that in the book trade, since in one case 
the product itself is protected by copyright, 
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in the other merely the container is patented, 
not the product. Nevertheless, it is not un- 
likely that briefs and decision will develop 
some new aspects of law, and the issue of the 
suit will be awaited with interest. 


THE national parcels post which goes into 
effect next Wednesday arouses little interest 
in the booktrade for the simple reason that 
books, it seems, will be for the present at least 
excluded from its benefits. The law allows the 
Postmaster-General great latitude in the inter- 
pretation of its provisions, and expressly per- 
mits him to make modifications in rates and 
classification. Apparently, however, he does 
not feel himself empowered to admit books to 
the parcels post rate. What with customs 
duties and an additional protective tariff 
levied under the guise of copyright it would 
seem as if books and other printed matter 
had been handicapped enough. It is apparent- 
ly the aim of Congress, however, to make the 
liberal education that comes from reading as 
difficult and expensive a thing as possible for 
ordinary people to acquire.

FIXED PRICES ATTACKED. 


GOVERNMENT ENTERS Suit AGAINST THE KEL- 

LoGG COMPANY FOR TRYING TO MAINTAIN 

Prices ON CoRN FLAKES PACKED IN A PaAt- 
ENTED CARTON. 


Tue Kellogg Toasted Corn Flake Company 
is violating the Sherman law, it is alleged, in 
a petition in equity filed in the United States 
District Court, in Detroit, last. Wednesday, 
by order of Attorney-General Wickersham, 
to settle the extent to which a manufacturer 
may control retail prices. The company and 
its officers are charged with fixing prices at 
which the flakes are sold to retailer and con- 
sumer, preventing competition that would re- . 
duce the price to the public, and creating a 
monopoly by concentrating the entire inter- 
state traffic in this commodity in the hands of 
jobbers and retailers who abide by price agree- 
ments exacted by the defendants. 

It is alleged that the defendants have in- 
voked the patent laws through the use of a 
patented carton in which the flakes are packed 
as a “mere subterfuge and device” to escape 
the provisions of the Sherman law. The gov- 
ernment asks injunctions to prevent the com- 
pany, its officers and agents from controlling 
the price of the breakfast food after it leaves 
the manufacturer. 

The petition, filed by Clyde I. Webster, 
United States Attorney, was drawn by James 
A. Fowler, Special Assistant to the Attorney- 
General. It is regarded by the government 
as of vast importance, because of its bearing 
on the right of a manufacturer to control 
prices to the consumer. 

It is alleged the company sells only to job- 
bers, refusing to deal with consumers or re- 
tailers. The commodity, according to the 
petition, is sold to jobbers at a uniform price 
under an agreement that they will sell to re- 
tailers at a price fixed by the defendants. The 
defendants are charged with enforcing the 
agreement of sale strictly by refusing to deal 
with any jobber who fails to maintain the 
specified price. 

By the use of the patented carton, the de- 
fendants are alleged to control the price at 
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which retailers sell to consumers. It is point- 
ed out that a notice, signed by the Kellogg 


Corn Flake Company, is printed on a flap of 


the carton in which the flakes are packed, 


stating that the package and its contents are 
sold with the distinct undetstanding that they 
shall not be retailed at less than ten cents a 
package. For selling at less than that price, 
the vendor is warned by the notice that he 
is liable to prosecution as an infringer of 
patent rights. 

The government insists the carton can give 
no protection in attempting to fix resale prices 
by retailers, because, it is alleged, the carton 
was not patentable, as all its material features 
long had been in use before the patent was 
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WHAT may or may not be sent by parcels 
post, and at how much postage, are now live 
questions, 

Parcels weighing four ounces or less are 
mailable at the rate of one cent for each ounce 
or fraction of an ounce, regardless of distance.

You may insure a parcel for its actual value up to $50, for ten cents in parcels post 
stamps affixed, and if you insure you can havea receipt returned if you ask at time of mailing. 


You cannot mail a parcel weighing over ELEVEN pounds. 


You cannot mail a parcel greater in size than 72 inches in length and girth combined. 
In measuring length you must take the greatest distance in a straight line between the two 
ends, while the girth is the actual tape measurement encircling the parcel at its widest part.

Payment must be 
made every time the parcel is forwarded. 


REGISTERING. 


A mailable parcel on which the postage is 
fully prepaid may be insured against loss in 
an amount equivalent to its actual value, but 
not to exceed $50 on payment of a fee of ten 
cents in parcel post stamps, such stamps to be 
affixed.

his insistent knock. Bluff, the rising young 
giant, came to his rescue. Each drew strength 
and inspiration from the other, and together 
they performed wonderful operations upon 
the plethoric pocketbooks of a surprised 
public. 

An introduction to the operating room and 
a glimpse at the surgical methods of the 
present-day book agent is the purpose of this 
article. In the old days he walked from town 
to town, past’ farmhouses and through vil- 
lages, with a pack on his back. Now he rides 
in a limousine or in a private compartment 
on a solid vestibule train—with library car 
attached. He departs in contempt from an 
offer of less than $200 a volume, and a cus- 
tomer who fails to take $50,000 worth is a 
piker, beneath his notice. Ordinary grafters 
gape at his nonchalance as he gently relieves 
a booklover of a cool quarter million. 

Yet his glory, too, is dimming. Within the 
last few weeks several members of the fra- 
ternity have been placed under federal indict- 
ment for using the United States mails to 
defraud. Their ill-gotten wealth has been 
largely taken away by skilfully conducted civil 
suits. The colossal nerve of the early twen- 
tieth-century book agent is just now a live 
topic, but in a short time it will be a subject 
for the pens of historians only. 

The investigations into these book deals 
led the government agents to unsuspected 
sources of information, disclosing the amaz- 
ing effrontery and the lavish use of money 
employed by various booksellers to carry out 
elaborate campaigns against the bulging 
purses of men and women of means. 

There was one group which always worked 
in small coteries of four or five men. Their 
names cannot be mentioned here, as they have 
not yet been indicted. One afternoon they 
might be in Boston, occupying an expensive 
suite in a fashionable hotel, which had been 
their headquarters while they lanced the bank 
account of some resident of Beacon Street 
or its environs. Then into the presence of 
the conspirators would bounce the ringleader, 
waving a telegram on high. 


ON TRACK OF A “PROSPECT.” 


“Come on, boys!” he shouts. “I’ve just got 
a tip from St. Louis. Rich old widow. Looks 
good.” 

It doesn’t take any urging to start the book 
boys. It’s what they call “easy meat.” Within 
an hour they have sent their big touring car 
to the railroad station, where it is hoisted 
aboard the express car, while the owners stow 
away their luggage in a Pullman compartment 
and lay plans for a bibliophile campaign 
against the “rich old widow.” 

More than one successful venture that net- 
ted the buccaneers a small fortune in itself 
was undertaken on no greater information 
than the flame and address of the intended 
victim and a hint as to the size of his bank 
account. 
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Another group of de luxe book manipula- 
tors, casting about for some fresh plan that 
would have the advantage of being new and 
unfamiliar to the public, hatched the follow- 
ing plot: 

Negotiations were opened with the agents 
of a millionaire, whose ocean-going steam 
yacht was lying idle, for chartering the vessel 
ior one summer. It was to be fitted up luxu- 
riously, and in the main cabin was to be 
placed a collection of de luxe books, having 
an alleged value ot more than $100,000. With 
this outfit the piratical crew intended sailing 
up the coast of New England, visiting the 
fashionable resorts from Newport to Bar 
Harbor and forming, wherever possible, ac- 
quaintances with the wealthier cottagers. One 
man was to pose as the owner and the others 
as his guests. 


OUTLINE OF A WILY SCHEME, 


Having entertained lavishly on board the 
yacht, for the purpose of giving his chance 
guests an introduction to his wonderful col- 
lection of “rare” volumes, the “owner” of the 
vessel and its contents was to receive sudden 
word that an unexpected movement in the 
stock market had swept away his fortune. 
He would gradually allow his misfortune to 
become known, with the additional informa- 
tion that for a long time his valuable collec- 
tion of books had been coveted by a million- 
aire friend, who happened at the time to be 
in Europe. 

Selecting his intended victim with the ease 
of long experience, he would impart the 
further advice that a ready cash buyer could 
have the library for one-half what the absent 
booklover was willing to pay—say, for $80,000. 
His financial ruin demanded immediate re- 
trenchment. 

The project was diabolical in its complete- 
ness. In the light of other operations, the 
details of which have already been related in 
court, it is reasonable to believe that it would 
have been carried to a successful conclusion 
—from the point of view of the buccaneers— 
but suddenly it was discovered that there was 
a spoke in the pilot wheel. In other: words, 
the men who were furnishing the financial 
backing for the enterprise let their imagina- 
tions work too freely. They contemplated the 
approaching combination of six salesmen, ac- 
customed to easy money and high living, an 
ocean-going yacht provisioned for a long voy- 
age and a well-stocked wine chest—and de- 
cided they did not want to take the risk. 


A “FAVOR” TO BIBLIOPHILES. 


To get an insight into the methods pursued 
by the men who have recently been placed 
under federal indictment and others who 
made a good living in the book line, it is 
necessary to go back about fifteen years. In 
those days unscrupulous publishers were in 
the habit of making up a large number of sets 
of cheap books, to be sold at about $50 a 
set, which was usually much more than they 
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were worth. To get a ready market for these 
books, they would then bind up two or three 
sets in a showy manner and exhibit them to 
prospective customers, with the statement that 
they were “$5000 sets,” but that a special lot 
of books, exactly like them, only in cheaper 
binding, had been made up to sell for $50 a 
set as a special favor to the bookloving pub- 
lic. There were plenty of suckers, and the 
busmiess throve. 

One day it dawned on a bright young sales- 
men that the “$5000 set” could be sold, and 
that young man became the father of the 
fake de luxe edition game. He bought the 
unbound sheets of some good edition of a 
popular author’s works from a reputable pub- 
lisher. An artist, hired for $25 or $30 a 
week, then painted illustrations, usually water 
colors, which were inserted between the leaves. 
The whole thing was then bound by a jobber 
in leather closely resembling hand - tooled 
work, but in reality stamped by machinery. 


These books cost the manipulator about $4 a 


volume. 

He started in selling them on the install- 
ment plan—$200 down and $200 a month for 
a set. The buyers bit more readily, because 
they were always told that the books were so 





‘rare that their value was constantly increas- 


ing, and that if a customer were dissatisfied 
he could resell his purchase at the end of two 
or three payments at a profit. 


THAT WRAITHLIKE CROESUS. 


Five years ago an improvement was intro- 
duced. It was in the form of a mythical 
millionaire booklover traveling in Europe. 
Many dupes who have been stung by the 
book boys know him well—by hearsay. Let- 
ters purporting to have been written by this 
imaginary person would be shown to a vic- 
tim. They were always written on the sta- 
tionery of some fashionable European hotel, 
and they authorized the “agent” to buy, for 
example, twenty sets of books at $5000 a set 
The stationery was gathered by an agent who 
traveled in Europe for that purpose, as well 
as to pick up promising acquaintances among 
American tourists. The letters were written 
in the office of the conspirators and at their 
dictation by clerks hired for the purpose at 
$2 a day. 

It would then be represented to the victim 
that by a fortunate circumstance the exact 
twenty sets desired by the absent millionaire 
could be obtained from the private library of 
a man who had recently died in Denver. 
Moreover, the library being in the hands of 
this man’s heirs, and these heirs being in great 
need of ready cash, the price demanded was 
only one-half of what the traveler abroad was 
willing to pay. 

“It’s a splendid opportunity for invest- 
ment,” the victim would be further told. “The 
heirs will accept 10 per cent. down and 10 
per cent. a month. This millionaire will re- 
turn from Europe in two months, and then 
you can sell the books to him for $100,000 
and pocket a profit of $50,000 for yourself. 
You can’t get the books later—you’ve got to 





act now, for the book world is on tiptoe for 
just such sales as this, and if the heirs ever 
get wise to the real value of the library your 
chance will be gone.” 


NURSING HIM ALONG. 


The bait was usually swallowed. The vic- 
tim bought the books, paid two or three in- 
stallments and then began to inquire anxiously 
for the absent booklover. Suspicion was 
warded off as long as possible by exhibiting 
more letters written on foreign hotel station- 
ery and giving various excuses to explain 
why the fictitious writer was detained abroad. 
When the sucker at last got wise and refused 
to pay any more installments the game was 
dropped. 

This method of operating was carried on 
all over the country for several years, until, 
in January, 1910, it received its deathblow by 
a case known as the “Martin suit,” which was 
worked up by Clifford L. Beare, a New York 
lawyer, who, with Philip W. Carney, one of 
the law partners of D. Cady Herrick, suc- 
cessfully conducted the civil action brought 
by Mrs. Bird, of Salt Lake City. In the 
Martin suit it was demonstrated that the 
book principal and his agents might be placed 
under civil arrest. From that time on the 
installment plan was discarded by the de luxe 
fakers, and cash sales were insisted on in all 
their dealings. 

Out of this grew the present system, under 
which a book agent would first appear, with 
the usual tale of an absent millionaire and a 
chance to buy up some de luxe sets at a bar- 
gain, to be resold to the millionaire on his 
return. The books having been bought, along 
would come an agent of the mythical million- 
aire. He would look over the library and 
declare that certain sets were missing, with- 
out which his employer would not care to 
buy. He would offer to get these missing sets 
for the victim at a bargain, he to be paid 
by a small commission. More orders would 
follow. 

HIGHLY TRAVELED BOOKS. 


In these deals, the principal sought to evade 
responsibility by shipping the books to one of 
his agents in a certain city, who posed as an 
independent operator. Thence they would be 
shipped to another city, the home of the vic- 
tim. In most cases the principal also sought 
to avoid civil and criminal prosecution by not 
doing business in the same State with his 
agents or in the State where he himself lived. 
In this way he could defy extradition by show- 
ing that he was not in the State where the 
transaction took place at the time the deal 
was being put through. 

_ But in 1910 this dodge was met by a change 
in the postal laws. Prior to that time a con- 
viction for using the mails to defraud de- 
pended on its being shown that the principal 
had sent to the victim a letter containing a 
misrepresentation of fact. An amendment in 
I9I0 permitted an action to lie if there had 
been any mail communication from the prin- 


cipal to the victim at any time during the 
transaction. 
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It was under this amended law that the 
book swindlers were pursued with fresh en- 
ergy, and the investigation conducted that 
resulted in various successful suits to compel 
restitution and in the recent wholesale indict- 
ments by federal grand juries for using the 
mails to defraud. 


FAIRY TALE CLEVERLY TOLD. 


In the trial of the civil suit brought by 
Mrs. Bird, previously mentioned in this article, 
it was testified that Glenn, working the fic- 
titious millionairé dodge, first induced Mrs. 
Bird to make a purchase of $25,000 worth of 
books. Mrs. Bird testified that when the 
dashing young man from New York was first 
introduced to her by Heber M. Wells, who 
had been twice Governor of the State of 
Utah, and was at that time an employee of 
one of her father’s banks, she did not dream 
that he was a book agent. She also testified 
that she had been told the books she bought 
were part of a Denver, Col., estate. In real- 
ity, they were shipped to Denver by James J. 
Farmer, and from there were shipped to Salt 
Lake City. 

A short time after Mrs. Bird’s first pur- 
chase, Glenn Farmer came to her with a man 
supposed to represent the fictitious millionaire, 
who was to take the books off her hands at 
a handsome profit. This man was introduced 
as “Joe” Thomas. Under the name of Samuel 
Warfield, he had been convicted, in 1908, in 
Chicago on a charge of grand larceny in con- 
nection with a fake book deal in which Mrs. 
James Patten, wife of the famous wheat 
speculator, was the victim to the tune of 
$30,000. 

Thomas, or Warfield, pretended to be in- 
dignant at Farmer for having brought him 
all the way to Salt Lake,City to purchase 
what he stigmatized as an incomplete collec- 
tion. He named the missing sets and told 
Farmer and Mrs. Bird that if, on his return 
from California, in three weeks, the deficiency 
had been supplied, he would buy the entire 
lot. Farmer then took Mrs. Bird aside and 
induced her to give him an additional $20,000 
with which to make the collection complete. 

As soon as Warfield and young Farmer had 
disappeared, Samuel Rosenfield came to Mrs. 
Bird, and by further misrepresentations, say- 
ing he was a former shipping clerk for the 
Kellar-Farmer Company (the firm name un- 
der which the Farmers were then doing busi- 
ness), and that he knew certain illustrations 
had been left out of the books she had pur- 
chased, induced her to let him supply these 
illustrations. For this service she paid him 
$5250. 

A witness before the grand jury that in- 
dicted the Farmers was said to have disclosed 
a blackmail feature of the scheme which is 
now under investigation. He said that when- 
ever the conspirators feared that one of their 
victims might “squeal” they managed to make 
him acquainted with a woman confederate, 
who led him into compromising situations. 
After that, whenever the victim threatened

to sue, he was told the “scandal” would be 
dragged into the case, and he desisted. The 
witness told of one young married man of 
Philadelphia who had bought some books and 
then fallen into this trap. Remorse drove 
him to suicide. 

Irving Nemerov, a former employee of the 
Farmers related an incident connected with 
the selling of some “literary gems” to a Mrs. 
Stackpole, of Harrisburg, Pa. As a grand 
jury witness, Nemerov testified that Glenn 
Farmer told the Pennsylvania woman that a 
certain wealthy bibliophile was ready to buy 
the volume from her at a decided profit. 
When Mrs. Stackpole showed signs of restive- 
ness at the non-appearance of the rich book- 
lover, he said, Glenn Farmer and his father 
decided on a scheme to allay her suspicions. 
According to the witness, Glenn Farmer 
journeyed to Harrisburg, where he bought 
a pair of crutches, and swathing himself 
in bandages, appeared at Mrs. Stackpole’s 
home to tell her that her purchaser had been 
killed in an automobile accident while riding 
with young Farmer, and that what she beheld 
was the remains of himself—Farmer. 


ANOTHER CASE IN POINT. 


Another revelation of a swindle that came 
out in the testimony of the Bird case had to 
do with the de luxe gymnastics of one Willis 
H. Scott. Scott has been placed under federal 
indictment since Mrs. Bird’s action. At the 
time of the following story he was also un- 
der federal indictment, but was out on bail. 
At that time he approached a Mrs. Amver- 
anette Crombie, of New York, and induced 
her to purchase several sets of alleged “rare” 
de luxe editions, which he said were a part 
of the private library of Charles W. Morse, 
the banker. Morse, who was later imprisoned 
in the federal prison at Atlanta, was at that 
time in the Tombs, and Scott told Mrs. Crom- 
bie that the banker had to raise funds imme- 
diately to carry on his appeal. 

He also showed her a letter, purporting to 
come from a rich Westerner, in which the 
writer offered to buy certain of Morse’s books 
for about $100,000. Scott induced Mrs. Crom- 
bie to give him $20,000, which he said was 
enough to get the books. Then Samuel War- 
field, it was testified, appeared, accompanied 
by one Jarvis, who was in reality Romeo: W. 
Nathan, a Boston jeweler, who is now under 
federal indictment. They worked the “in- 
complete library’ dodge, and got more than 
$10,000 more from Mrs. Crombie. Needless 
to say, none of the cheap books which she 
received had ever been owned by Morse. 

The list of operations of the Farmers and 
their agents would fill several de luxe vol- 
umes by themselves, and in some of them the 
gigantic nerve of the salesmen and their em- 
ployers surpassed that displayed in the deals 
which have already been described in this 
article. A case of this sort was that of Mrs. 
Frederick Rogers, of 906 Beacon Street, Bos- 
ton, who, according to Chief Inspector Swain, 
of the New York Post Office, paid $87,000 
for fake de luxe volumes the day before the 
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federal grand jury, sitting in\New York, in- 
dicted eleven bookmen for fraud. 

The story of the de luxe book boys is the 
epic of American bluff. In their operations 
they adopted the philosophy of the late Phi- 
neas Taylor Barnum, who declared that the 
American public would never grow tired of 
being humbugged. They carried the great 
game to a point beyond which no further 
development was possible, and at that point 
they have met tiie fate which was in store for 
them from the beginning. 


THE AMERICAN BOOKS THAT BRIT- 
ISH READERS WANT. 
Special Correspondence to the Publishers’ Weekly. 
Lonpon, November 23. 

WHEN we get the figures of the American 
books published in England this winter, they 
will probably be found to be bigger than they 
have ever been in the past. That is good, 
because it shows convincingly that the book 
market, as between England and America, is 
broadening out “from precedent to prece- 
dent,” as Tennyson says in one of his poems. 
The expansion in this interchange of books 
applies in nearly all departments, but it has 
been more marked in some than in others. 

This has led me to make some inquiries 
among our publishers here, and also among 
the booksellers, as to the kinds of American 
books which are most likely of a market in 
England. Naturally, I have not been think- 
ing of the books of your popular novelists, 
or other leading writers, who have acquired 
an audience on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Mrs. Atherton, say, has just as secure a pub- 
lic in England as she has in America, although 
not so large a one, and, therefore, she brings 
out her novels in a copyright way on the 
same date in New York and in London. To 
take another instance in serious literature, 
Admiral Mahan has perhaps even a larger 
audience on our side of the sea than on 
yours; certainly a larger audience of naval 
readers, because we have more naval people 
than you have. Therefore he also brings out 
his books simultaneously on the two sides of 
the ocean, which, by the way, he has just 
crossed, as I write, on a visit to his many 
English friends. 

The American books about which I have 
been inquiring are those coming from writers 
who have not yet surmounted the distance 
which divides England and America and be- 
come recognized personalities with us. They 
write very good books, very interesting books, 
but their names are not sufficiently familiar 
to our public here to carry them into the first 
flight of publishing. and therefore they have 
to take their chance in the general market. 
In other words, they have to be taken on 
their merits. What I have asked London 
publishers and booksellers is about the books 
of that sort, hailing from your end of the 
Atlantic, which English people care to read. 

Well, so far as fiction is concerned, they 
like good adventure stories, especially those

with a certain “pioneering” element in them. 
Stories written by American writers around 
the Klondike have, I believe, nearly always 
sold here; at all events, in a measure to more 
than justify their publication. Western sto- 
ries, too, and Californian stories, and also 
stories of the Southern States, are liked. The 
American business novel has been read by 
English readers to some extent, but not to a 
great extent. They find it difficult to under- 
stand the American industrial novel, because 
the conditions with you are so different. It 
is hard to introduce what an English pub- 
lisher’s reader would call a “love interest” 
into such stories, and that is an essential ele- 
ment in the novel which is to be largely read 
through a London circulating library, because 
the bulk of the readers there are women. 
However, it is supplied when we come to 
stories of the idyllic sort, those, for instance, 
that Mary E. Wilkins writes; but again a 
sharp line is drawn against the too-sentimen- 
tal American novel, for your people, being 
younger than ours, are more sentimental. 

Those points, I think, express the general 
attitude of the bulk of English readers tow- 
ards American fiction. They also suggest 
their attitude towards American biography, 
which must be of the first order if British 
readers are to read it at all extensively. They 
do not know your leading men, to take that 
instance, so well as your people know our 
leading men. British biographies are not 
taken in America to-day to anything like the 
extent they once were. American biographies, 
unless of the first interest, have never been 
greatly taken in England, and there is no in- 
dication, I must say, of any advance in the 
interest of readers here towards them. You 
would have thought that the biography of — 
Mark Twain would have been very widely 
read in England, ,.because he was the best- 
known and perhaps the most-liked American 
of his generation, from the British point of 
view. It has been read moderately, but not 
nearly so widely as had been expected, al- 
though there are two reasons for that. One 
is that a tremendous deal appeared in the 
papers and magazines about Mark Twain and 
the story of his life during the years be- 
fore his death. Another is that the book 
appeared in three volumes, a number which 
the British reader, disciplined, as he has been 
in the past, to long books, will not readily 
tackle. But one cannot help feeling, and 
certainly hoping, that this biography will be- 
come a standard work on our side of the 
ocean as well as on yours, if only as a literary 
monument to one of the finest personalities 
that the literature of either country has pro- 
duced in our day and generation. 

We do not, somehow, look for travel books 
from American authors, but rather to outly- 
ing parts of the world like Africa and India, 
and the same may be said about books of 
sport. As to history, your writers have at- 
tracted more and more British readers in one 
sense; they are attracting them for what I 
may call the scholarship of history, as com- 
pared with the mere telling of a popular 
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history. Your younger historians are digging 
away at the original material of history, and, 
as a result of that, are throwing many lights 
upon places and events which hitherto have 
been dark and uncertain. This work of re- 
search has won the admiration of our writers 
of history, and the knowledge of it is filter- 
ing through them down to the unhistorical 
reader, who is still an intelligent reader of 
history. [he whole outcome is that in col- 
leges and schools, and in circles where history 
is specially read, the books of many of your 
young historians are very highly appreciated. 

By contrast, the writings of American theo- 
logians are not greatly noticed here, and so, 
when they come into the book market, are 
less saleable than those, say, of German theo- 
logians, which perhaps is natural enough. 
Popular books of theology and religion com- 
ing from America do sell very well in Eng- 
land to the “man in the street,” who is in- 
terested in theology and religion. They do 
not, on the other hand, appeal much to the 
learned thelogian. But when you come to 
medicine, there again your authorities in 
many ways lead ours. A rising young London 
doctor whom I know tells me that he always 
tries to keep up with the literature of medi- 
cine in America: He says that it is less 
trammelled by tradition and precedent than 
ours, that it is more alert and go-ahead, and 
that its study has been vastly useful to him. 
He tells me, also, that many of the younger 
medical men in London have the same out- 
look, that they buy American medical books 
pretty extensively. Always allowing for the 
fact that medical literature is a specialty, this 
implies a pretty good and a pretty safe 
market in England for reliable American 
medical books; anyhow, within limitations. 

There is a greater market for American 
books dealing with what may be termed the 
science of mechanics, electricity, traction, the 
application, in a word, of modern invention 
to modern life. There your authors easily 
lead ours in English interest, which means 
that here is a field where you are probably 
far ahead of the rest of the world. We have 
pulled up a great deal of recent years, but 
our literature in that respect is still lesser 
in bulk than yours, and perhaps lesser in 
quality. For that reason, anybody, known or 
unknown, who has a good book about the 
science of mechanics and their application, 
has a good chance of finding a market for it 
in London. 

It is a long leap from the prose of me- 
chanics, sometimes very prosy, indeed, to 
poetry, but it is the simple fact that American 
verse is widely read in England. We have 
talked for a long time now about the “slump” 
in English verse, not always justly, because 
we still have our poets, young as well as old. 
The idea of this “slump” seems, however, to 
have got into the heads of the British public, 
with the result, apparently, that they scarcely 
think it worth while reading minor English 
verse. They know, however, from your great 
magazines, a good deal of American verse, 
and their reading of that verse, in those mag- 
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azines, leads them to ask for volumes of 
American poetry when they come along. If 
appreciation from the older branch of the 
Anglo-Saxon family is worth having, then 
there are a dozen American poets writing to- 
day who have it, and the fact should encourage 
them and stimulate our own rhymers to greater 
efforts. But no American poet, if he be wise, 
and poets, happily, are sometimes wise, should 
think of sending us an edition de luxe of his 
writings. However it be with the “slump” in 
poetry, there is no doubt at all that the slump in 
editions de luxe has been great and complete. 
Ten years ago everybody with a little bit of 
money and any pretence to literary taste, was 
buying fine editions. Now there really is no 
market for them, and not only that, but those 
which did appear can be bought in a second- 
hand way at a tremendous reduction. Gener- 
ally, however, as I have tried to show, there 
is a quite encouraging market in England for 
American books, and as I have said, the 
figures for the year now coming to an end 
will certainly tell us that this market has been 
on a larger scale than ever before. J. M. 





RECENT GERMAN PUBLICATIONS. 


THE output of the German book market at 
this season of the year, says a correspondent 
of the Nation, recently, is so enormous that 
even when little beyond a brief survey is at- 
tempted, the abundance and variety are more 
than bewildering. The enjoyable feature is 
that the quality of the books, from a mere 
technical standpoint, is not out of proportion 
to the quantity. Typography and binding are 
now considered far more seriously than a 
few decades ago. The influence of English 
models is evident in the choice of the ma- 
terials that go into the making of a book, as 
also in the style of its decoration. 

The Grimm centenary has called forth sev- 
eral new editions. Among them is one of the 
“Kinder- und Hausmarchen,” in three vol- 
umes, with the little-known beautiful intro- 
duction by Hermann Grimm, and an after- 
word by Paul Ernst; also a two-volume edi- 
tion of the “Deutsche Sagen” (Munich: 
Georg Miiller). Of a more festive appear- 
ance is the Sakularausgabe of the “Kinder- 
und Hausmarchen,” with four full-page illus- 
trations in color and 181 in the text, by P. 
Grotjohann and R. Leinweber (Stuttgart: 
Deutsche Verlagsanstalt). To the young 
reader and him who seeks allegorical mean- 
ings in such tales, the “Marchen,” by Hauff, 
have lost none of their fascination. They, too, 
appear in a new edition (Georg Miller) ,with 
illustrations by Alfred Kubin. This artist- 
author will be remembered for his weird and 
striking story, “Die andere Seite,” which ap- 
peared some years ago, with illustrations by 
himself. Another writer of tales who seems 
not yet to have been forgotten is Musaus, 
whose “Marchen” are presented by Bruno 
Cassirer, of Berlin, in a facsimile reproduc- 
tion of the edition of 1780. A work which 
perhaps stands alone in the literature of 
folk-lore is “Der Brunnen im Volksleben” 
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‘(Munich: R. Piper), by Dr. Barthold Rein. 
It is a book of well-lore, with 115 illustra- 
tions, treating the subject from all points of 
view. 

Travel books are very numerous. The most 
valuable among them are those not limited to 
description of places and people, but offering 
a record of personal impressions, experiences 
and reflections. Among such books are some 
contained in the series planned by S. Fischer, 
under the title, “Biicher der Arbeit und der 
Abenteuer.” The initial volume, by Arthur 
Holitscher, “America—heute und morgen,” 
attractively illustrated by photographs, com- 
mends itself for its remarkable insight into 
phases of life that usually escape the foreign 
visitor. From that auspicious beginning one 
can safely expect the succeeding books to be 
equally valuable and enjoyable. The account 
of a trip around the world by the southern 
route, “Finf Meere und finf Welten,” by 
Norbert Jacques, is likely to bring into relief 
that author’s keen powers of observation and 
his admirably suggestive style. The third 
book in the series which belongs to the litera- 
ture of travel is Emil Ludwig’s “Africana.” 

The example of the Kultur monographs on 
the world’s interesting cities (New York, 
Munich, Nuremberg, Venice, Dresden, etc.), 
which were formerly published by Marquardt, 
now by Martin Brandus, of Berlin, has been 
productive of a more ambitious undertaking: 
“Die schdne deutsche Stadt” (R. Piper.) This 
series of handsome volumes is a mine of in- 
formation to the tourist who desires more than 
a mere cursory impression of the country tra- 
versed. The first volume is devoted to cen- 
tral Germany and contains 160 illustrations; 
the second deals with southern Germany and 
contains 288 illustrations. Both books direct 
the attention of the reader rather to less- 
known places well worth visiting than to 
those already included in the ordinary itiner- 
ary. Besides these works, there is a special 
volume devoted to a city dear to every lover 
of Germany’s quaint and picturesque past: 
“Rothenburg,” by Toni Boegner. It contains 
175 illustrations, many of them reproduced 
from old prints and woodcuts, and as a sou- 
venir of a visit to this unique relic of by-gone 
times is of inestimable value. 

The traveler in Switzerland, who is given 
to climbing, will delight in Alfred Steinitzer’s 
“Der Alpinismus in Bildern” (R. Piper). 
Among the 700 illustrations in this book are 
reproductions of Doré’s “Ascension du Mont 
Cervin, 14 Juillet, 1865,” commemorating one 
of the many tragedies of the heights. There 
is also a curious woodcut from an old maga- 
zine, representing the first woman who 
climbed Mont Blanc, standing on the back of 
a man and supported by three others, with 
the words underneath, “Plus haut que le Mont 
Blanc.” 

The nature student and the general reader 
will welcome a second edition of Dr. Konrad 
Guenther’s pictorial atlas of the descent of 
man, entitled, “Yom Urtier zum Menschen” 

(Deutsche Verlagsanstalt). It is this work 
of which Ernst Haeckel wrote: “I am sin- 
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cerely glad that this important undertaking 
which I myself had in mind for some years 
is carried out in such a practical and attrac- 
tive form. This instructive work in a popu- 
lar manner supplements my ‘Anthropogeny,’ 
and in the interest of the subject I wish it 
great success.” The work is published in two 
volumes, with 93 illustrations, some of them 
in color, and is also sold by subscription. 

Of historical and biographical works, there 
is a great number. Many readers who at some 
time have been under the spell of Johannes 
Scherr’s vigorous thought, mordant satire, 
and forcible style, will be glad to learn that 
there is a new edition of his collected works 
(Leipzig: Hesse & Becker). Besides that,the 
same firm has reissued his “Geschichte der 
Religion,” his “1848—ein weltgeschichtliches 
Drama,” “1870-1—Vier Biicher deutscher Ge- 
schichte,” and “Schiller und seine Zeit.” The 
last work forms an especially attractive vol- 
ume, containing one steel engraving, thirteen 
portraits, and twenty historical plates. 

Books on art seem to outnumber other il- 
lustrated works. Julius Meyer-Grafe has 
edited and translated the writings of Eugéne 
Delacroix, “Literarische Werke” (Leipzig: 
Insel-Verlag). The book contains essays on 
beauty, the ideal, realism, metaphysics, art 
criticism, Rafael, Michelangelo, Prudhon, 
Gros, Poussin, Charlet, Puget, etc. For illus- 
tration it has twelve drawings by Delacroix. 
The same author has written on Hogarth, 
the Impressionists, the great English mas- 
ters, Van Gogh, Marées, and Cézanne (R. 
Piper). Karl Scheffler, one of Germany’s 
most gifted art critics, is the author of a 
volume on the art of Max Liebermann (R. 
Piper). 

The Klassiker der Kunst (Deutsche Ver- 
lagsanstalt), a collection of monographs, has 
reached its twenty-first volume with a book 
on “Watteau,” containing 182 illustrations, 
and its twenty-second with a volume devoted 
to Murillo, which has 250 illustrations. The 
student and the unprofessional visitor of art 
galleries will find Karl Voll’s “Vergleichende 
Gemaldestudien” (Munich: George Miiller) 
most valuable. The two volumes of the rich- 
ly illustrated work contain a mine of indis- 
pensable information, and abound in critical 
suggestions. 

Among the new editions of the world’s 
greatest books are some very extraordinary 
enterprises. There is the Bible, revised from 
Luther’s text, with an introduction by Her- 
mann Hesse (George Miiller). But all édi- 
tions de luxe of the Scriptures are surpassed 
by “Die zweiundvierzigzeilige Bibel von Jo- 
hannes Gutenberg” (Insel-Verlag). It is no 
less than a facsimile reprint in colors of the 
Bible of Mayence, 1450-1453, edited by Paul 
Schwenke. It is in three volumes, of which 
the second is to appear in the autumn of 
1913. The paper edition is sold at 700 marks, 
the leather-bound at 850. Three hundred 
copies are printed on hand-made paper, among 
them ten inlaid in gold at 2600 marks, and 
three copies on parchment, illuminated by 
hand, at 6000 marks. The work is sold by 
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subscription, but no subscription will be taken 
after January I. 

There is a Jubilaumsausgabe of the “De- 
cameron,” with reproductions of 104 wood- 
cuts from the Venice edition of 1492 (Georg 
Miller). The translator is Albert Wesselski. 
There are 825 copies printed on hand-made 
paper, and there are a nuniber bound in vel- 
lum by K6llner, of Leipzig. 

The same publisher is bringing out the 
complete works of Edgar Allan Poe in a 
translation by Theodor and Gisela Etzel. For 
the illustrations, the publisher could not have 
found an artist more qualified for the task 
than Alfred Kubin, whose weird imaginings 
stamp him as the poet’s spiritual brother. 
Gobineau’s “Renaissance” has been newly 
translated by Bernhard Jolles, and is pre- 
sented in an elegant edition, with twenty-three 
illustrations (Insel-Verlag). 

Of new editions of the German classics, 
there are very many. Foremost among them 
for typography, binding and moderate price 
are those of the Tempel-Verlag, of Leipzig, 
containing complete editions of Goethe, Schil- 
ler, Kleist and Heine.

OBITUARY NOTE. 


Dante PritcHArp, for many years asso- 
ciated with D. Appleton & Co., died at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Talmadge W. 
Foster, East Orange, N. J., on Saturday, De- 
cember 21, after a brief illness. He was born 
in Glasgow, Scotland, in 1835, and came to 
the United States with his parents at an early 
age. He began business in Cobb’s Book 
Store, Mansfield, O., and in course of time 
removed to Cleveland with Cobb Brothers, 
afterwards the famous firm of Cobb, Andrews 
& Co., both of whom were near relatives of 
his. In the later sixties he moved to Chicago, 
where he founded, with his partners, the book 
jobbing house of Cobb, Pritchard & Co. Un- 
fortunately, the great fire of 1871 wiped them 
out of business, and Mr. Pritchard at once 
came East to engage with D. Appleton & 
Company as a salesman. With them he was 
associated for thirty-five years as traveler and 
manager of the sales department. In his day 
he was widely known to the trade throughout 
the country. He was esteemed for qualities 
of heart that cemented many close friendships 
among the older men of the profession, and 
will long be remembered by those who knew 
him as a fine type of the old-time courtly 
commercial traveler.

THE proposed German law against dime 
novels and sensational literature has been re- 
ceived wth favor by the majority of the 


federated States of Germany. It will prob- 
ably be submitted to the Federal Council dur- 
ing the present session of the Reichstag. The 
measure will provide heavy penalties for the 
display and sale of this kind of literature, 
and for the confiscation of all copies. The 
existing legislation in Germany affects only 
those publications which are offensive morally 
and religiously. 


Proressor W. H. Scuorrerp, Harvard ex- 
change professor at the University of Paris 
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in 1911, is the author of “Chivalry in English 
Literature,” a series of lectures delivered at 
the Sorbonne and at the University of Copen- 
hagen, tracing the growth of the ideal of 
chivalry as it is illustrated in the works of 
Chaucer, Malory, Spenser and Shakespeare. 
The book is just published by Harvard Uni- 
versity. The rapid growth of the Harvard 
publication department is indicated by the re- 
cently printed catalogue of some eighty vol- 
umes bearing the imprint of that university. 


ARCHIBALD LAMPMAN, the Canadian poet, 
died in Ottawa in February, 1899, in his 
thirty-eighth year. He had long suffered 
from a malady which forbade life insurance, 
so that his widow and children were left 
penniless. Dr. Samuel E. Dawson, then 
Queen’s Printer, and other friends came at 
once to the rescue, publishing a memorial 
volume, with a memoir by Duncan Campbell 
Scott. So cordial was the acceptance of this 
volume, both in the United States and Can- 
ada, that in two years Mrs. Lampman re- 
ceived $2400 as net profits. Soon afterwards 
the book was added to the list of George N. 
Morang & Co., Toronto, as by all odds the 
most successful book of its kind ‘ever issued 
in the Dominion. 


AN inquiry among the libraries of New 
York City reveals the fact that Louisa M. 
Alcott’s “Little Women” is still by far the 
most popular girl’s book. It has not only 
held this position at the head of the list stead- 
ily for 44 years, but it has held it with in- 
creasing strength each year. The library sta- 
tistics show that the number of copies has 
increased continuously, until now there are 
more than 1000 on the shelves of the forty- 
odd branches of the New York Public Li- 
brary. With the production of “Little Wo- 
men” on the New York stage, many of the 
branch libraries have had to purchase ten or 
twenty more copies, and they still have a 
long waiting list of impatient applicants. 


In the PusiisHers’ Weekty for November 
16, we warned the trade against a smooth 
young confidence man who claimed to hail 
from Watertown, N. Y., and had taken in 
several members of the trade for varying 
amounts in the guise of “loans.” He is at 
work again now, having moved his mental 
residence to Utica, N. Y. On Friday of last 
week he succeeded, by posing as a well-known 
up-State bookseller, in working a well-known 
downtown publisher. The latter writes: “He 
is a man about thirty-five years old, light 
complexion, light brown hair, blue eyes, rather 
deep, and slightly ringed, smooth face and 
pleasant manner. His story and his facts 


sane so good that he got into us for ten dol- 
ars.” 


No less than fourteen unpublished works 
by Balzac are now reposing in the quiet of 
the museum at Chantilly, according to the 
Westminster Gazette. The names of the 
separate works, with a few words of de- 
scription. have recently been published. 
Only one manuscript, “On Modern Govern- 


ment,” is complete. “The Administrative 
Adventures of a Happy Idea” is a satire on 
the Department of the Interior as it was 
in Balzac’s day. A “Treatise on Prayer” is 
described as a mystic dissertation. “The 
Heirs of Boirouge” was announced long be- 
fore Balzac’s death. Other titles are “En- 
tre Savans,” “The Catholic Priest,” a frag- 
ment in the style of “Seraphita,” and “The 
Authoress,” written in Russia in 1848.

THe sixth volume of “American Bibliog- 
raphy, 1639-1820,” by Charles Evans, just pub- 
lished, covers the years 1786-1789 and lists 
2848 books, pamphlets and periodical pub- 
lications. After January I, 1913,” the sub- 
scription price for new subscribers will be 
increased to $20 net per volume. 


A VALUABLE bibliography, “Catholic Books in 
English,” has just been published by Benziger 
Brothers. The volume lists in title, subject and 
author indexes books now in print in America 
and Europe. It contains 345 portraits of au- 
thors. Purchasers of the bibliography will re- 
ceive free the supplements, as issued from time 
to time. 
















ANOTHER volume of the superb catalogue of 
J. Pierpont Morgan’s priceless collections has 
just been completed. The: edition is limited 
to fifteen examples on pure vellum, twenty 
Japanese vellum, and forty-five on hand-made 
paper. The vellum copies are among the most 
sumptuous books ever produced in England. 
This volume, which has taken several years 
in preparation, deals with Mr. Morgan’s col- 
lection of early watches, which the London 
Times says is the most important in private 
hands, apart from two other collections which 
will eventually be found in French museums. 
Mr. Morgan’s is made up of several other 
collections, more particularly those of Hilton, 
Price and Marfels, while single specimens 
have been obtained in England and abroad 
on the very rare occasions when such things 
came into the market. The illustrations of 
the catalogue are, as far as possible, facsim- 
iles of the objects, and are executed in every 
instance with the actual metal, the gold and 
silver leaf having been tooled with agate 
points and impressed with very small specially 
cut dies. 


WE have received from Ludwig Rosenthal’s 
Antiquariat, the well-known Munich book- 
selling house, a copy of the first part of a 
catalogue of liturgical books and mss. they 
are bringing out. It contains upwards of 
seventy items, of several of which illustra- 
tions are given (types, woodcuts, etc.). The 
catalogue is exceptionally rich in examples 
of fine typography, mostly, of course, in red 
and black, and the period covered extends 
from the very dawn of printing down to the 
end of the eighteenth century, a few examples 
being of still later date. One of the most 
interesting items is the unique copy of the 
“Missale Speciale,” still in Mr. Rosenthal’s 
possession, and which he boldly describes as 
“Gutenberg’s first printed book.” His reasons 
for this assumption, which are not particular- 






























































































































































ly convincing, will be found set out in a long 
English note on page 34. One interesting 
point about this catalogue (a copy of which 
will be sent free on request) is the evidence 
it furnishes of the fact that the preparation 
of church service books in ms. went on long 
after the introduction of printing, indeed, 
quite down to the eighteenth century. The 
collector of early examples of fine printing, 
whose means do not permit him to buy entire 
books, will find in the catalogue a number of 
odd leaves from missals of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, mostly printed on vellum, including 
some from the early Mentz Psalters, as well 
as some ancient examples of the woodcut of 
the Crucifixion that usually faced the first 
page of the Canon of the Mass. Some of 
these date from about 1460-1465.
